Jane, 24. (Midſummer- day) was appointed and attended as a day of ſo- 
lemn Humiliation throughout that Colony, by faſting and prayer, to increat 
the Lord to give ſucceſs to the preſent expedition reip& ng the Enemy, At 
the concluſion of that day of Humiliation, as ſoon as — people in Sv 
ij were come from the place where they had been praying together, the 
Indians diſcharged a volly of ſhot whereby they killed one man & wound- 
ed others. Two men were ſent to call a Surgeon for the relief ofthe wound- 
ed, but the Indians killed them by the way: and in another part of the 
town fix men were killed, ſo that there were nine engliſh mens mucthered

had continued at the Swamp all night, nay, if they had but followed — 
but one half hour longer, Phi/ip bad come and yielded up himſelf, But God 
ſaw that we were not yet fit for Deliverance, nor could Heakh be reſtered 
unto us except a great deal more Blood be firſt taken from us: ard other. 
places as well as Plimogth ſtood in nerd of ſuch a courſe to be taken wich 
them, It might rationally be con ur el, that the unſucceſsſulneſs of this- 
Expedition againſt ile would embolden the Heathen in other parts to do 
as he had done, and ſo it came to paſs, For J 14. the N. ( or 
Nipmack) Indian; began their miſchief at a Town called 4 via (had we : 
amended our ways as we ſhould have done, this Miſery might have been 
prevented ) where they committed g e Anders. This Day deſer ves 
to have a Kemarkfſert upon it, conſidering that Blood was never fhed in 
Moſſackuſets Colony ina way of Hoſtility before this day. Moreover the pro- 
vidence of God herein is the more awful and tremendous, in that this very: 
day the Chur ch in Dorcheſter was before the Lord, bumbling themſelves -by 
Faſting and Prayer, on acceunt of the Day of rrexblenow begun amongſt us. 

The news of this Blood-thed came to us at Boffon the next day in Lecture 
time, in the midſt of the Sermon, the Scripture then improved being |

As yet Philip kept in the Swamp at Pecaſit, but Ag 1. (being the 
Lords day) he fled. The Tt heating that Philip was upon flight, pur» 
ſued him, with a party of Afonheging, i, e. Ust ( who approved himſelf 
faithful to the E 5 almoſt forty years ago in the time of the Ye, Wars, 
and now alſo in this preſent War) his Jeden, They overtook- Philips 
Party and killed about thirty of his men, none of ours being at that time 
cut od. Had the Eng/4 purſued the Enemy they might ealily have over- 
taken the Women and Children that were with Philip, yea and himſelf alſo, . 
and ſo ba ve put an end to theſe tumults: but though Deliverance was ac-

mean while endeavours were uſed to keep thoſe Jodie from eng iging in 
this War, and that thoſe per ſons who had committed tbe Murder ac Afen- 
dam might bede'ivered up to Jultice, Captain Harchinſon with a ſmall par- 
ty was (ent to Qabaeg where there was a great Rendexvouze of N. 
Indians, They appointed time and place of I reaty to be attended, Anguft 
2. accordingly Captain Hutchinſon rode to the Place fixed on to Treat in. 
But the Indian came not th ther according to their Agreement, whereupon 
Captain Hatchin/on reſolved co go further to ſeek after them elſewhere, and 
as he was riding along, the Pertidi>us Id, lying in Ambuſcado in 2 
Swamp, ſhoe at him and wounded him, of which Wounds he after dyed, 
and eight men that were wich him were {truck down dead upon the place. 
Captain #hreler who was in that Company was ſhot through the Arm, his 
dutifal Son alighting to relieve his Father, was himſelf ſhot and ſor ciy 
wounded, willingly haz ir ding his own life to ſave the life of his Farber. The 
Engliſh were not in a capacity to look after their dead, but thoſe dead bodies 
were left as meat for the Fowls of Heaven, and their Fleſh unto the Bealts 
of the Earth, and there was none to bury them 

Captain Hatchinſon and the reſt that eſcaped wich their lives, haſtened to 
LY uabarg, and the Intiex: ſpeedily followed, violently ſer upon the Town, 
kulted divers, burning all che Houſes therein down to the ground, except 
only one unto which che Inhabirants fled for ſuccour, and now alſo ( as ſince 
we have underſtood ) did Ph;/;» with his broken party come to D-. 
Hundreds of Judas: beſet the Houſe, and took poſſeſſion of a Barn b-loag- 
ing ther eunto, from whence they often ſhot into the Houſe, and alſo at- 
rempred co fire it fix times, bu: could not prevail, at laſt they took a Cart full 
of Flax and ocher combuſtible matter, and brought it near the Hoſe, in- 
tending to ſet it on fire; and then there was no appearing poſſibility, but 
all the Eng: there, Men and Women, and Children mult have periſhed, 
eicher by unmerciful 'Aames, or more unmerciful hands of wicked Men 
whoſe tender Mercies are cruelties, ſo that all hope that they ſhould be ſa- 
ved was then taken away : but beho!d in chis Mount of Difficulty and Ex- 


tremity (ern ebe Lerd it ſeen, 


For in the very nick of opportunity God ſent that worthy Major willerd, | 


who wich forty and eight men ſer upon the [ndiass and cauſed them to turn 


their backs, ſo that poor People who were given up for degd, had their lives | 


given them for a prey. Surely this was a token for good, that however we 
may be diminiſh:d and bought low through Oppreſſion, Affliction, and 
Sorrow, yet our God will have compaſſion on us, and this his People ſhall 
not utter ly periſh. And this Salvation is the more rgmarkable, for that al- 
beit the Indians had orderel Scouts to lye in the way, and to give * by

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fring three Guns, if any Engi cime to the relief of the Diſtreſſed, yet a!-

dyed afterwards, However, this was a blick and fatal day, wherein there 
were eight perſons made Widows, and fix and twenty Children made Father 
leſs, all in one litt le Plantation, and in one day; and above ſixty per ſors bur. 
ed in one dreadful Grave. And this was the ſtate of the tern parts in 
reſpect of the War with the Heathen. 

We maſt now take # ſtep backwards, and a little conſider the F. e. 
Plantations, bor in the Month of September, did the flame break out there. 
Some who had their hearts exerciſed in diſcerning things of that nature, 
were from the beginning of the War, not without ſad Apprehentions cor- 
ter ning the Inhabitants in choſe parts of the Country, in that they were 1

ON:ber 13, The General Court ſat in Ne, Curing this Seſſion, a Cen- 
mittee was wich the corcurrance of boch Houſes appointed in order to a K. 
formation ot thoſe Evils which have pr ovokes the Lord to bring the Sword 
upon us, and ro withdraw from our Armies from time to time, The Aſliſt- 


- arce of the, Teaching Elders in the Churches was defired, as in a caſe of that

The next day the Indians finding but few _ men dead * 
the Fort amongſt their three hundred Indians that were ſlun, were mu 
troubled and amazed, ſuppoſing that no more of ours had been killed, this 
dlow did greatly aſtoniſh them, and had the Engliſh immediately pur ſued 
the Victory begun, in al\#kelyhood there had been an end of our troubles ;

» icut Forces withdrew tw Stonington, and there being ſo many killed and 
wounde i among thoſe that remained in the Narreganſes Conntry, alfo

they mar ched together, but not following the direction of the ( Natick ) 
Ir.ying Indians, who were ſent as Pilots, the Army miſſed their way, and 
was bewildr ed in the Woods, On a ſudden when they thought on no fock 
thing, a party of Indian: fired upon them, and killed one man. and wounded. 
Mr. Ger/hom Bulkly, who is Paſtor of the Church in tbr, whereupon: 
thoſe Indians were immediately pur ſued, who baſtened towards Nerth- 
Hampton, The Army following them thither, miſſed of the main Body of 
Indians, Neverthelc(s, there was a ſingular providence of God ordering: 
this matter, for the relief of thoſe er Plantations, which otherwiſe, in 
p 0\ab.lity had been cur off, 

For upon the fourteenth of Mich a mukitude of Jui fell upon Neorrls 
Hampton, broke through. their Fortification in three places, burned five how-- 
ſes, and hve barns, and killed four Men, and one Woman: but the Town: 
being full of Souldiers, the Enemy was quickly repulſed, wich the loſs of m- 
ty of their lives. 

March the 10th. Miſebief was done, and ſeveral lives cut « ff by the [adians- 
lis day, at Groton and at Swsbwy. An humbling Providence, 'inasSmuch 26 
many Chur ches were this day Falling and Praying, 
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1 J. Hiftery of the war with 
 SMerch12, This Sabbath eleven [adians afſaulted Mr, Williew Clo, 
Houſe in Pl, killed his Wife, who was the Daughter of a godly Father 
and Mother that came to New England on the account of Religion, ( See 
2 6.) and ſhe her ſelf alſo a p:ous and prudent Woman, they alſo killed 
ſucking Childe, and knocked another Childe (O was about eight years 
old) in the head, ſuppoſing they had killed him, but afcerwards be c me to 
himſelf ag in. And whereas there was another Family beſides his own, en- 
rercained in Mr Ci. ri houſe, the [ndians deſtroyed them all, root and 
b-anch, the Father, and Mother, and all the Children. So that eleven per- 
ſons were murdered that day, under one roof; after which they ſet the houſe 
on fire, The Leader of theſe Idi was one T otoſon, a fellow who was 
well acquainted with that houſe, and had received many kindoc ſſes there, i 
being che manner of choſe bruitiſn men, who are only skilſul to deitroy, to 
deal wor ſt with choſe who have done molt for them. s 

March 13. The Indians aff tulted Groton, and left but few houſes ſanding, 
So that this day alſo another Candleſtick was removed out of its place, Oc 
of the fir ſt houſes that the E1emy deſtroyed in this place, was the Houſe 
God, h. c. which was built, and ſet apart for the celebration of the pub i 
Worſhip of God, 

When they kad done that, they ſcoſſed and blaſphemed, and came to Mr, 
Willard (the worthy Paſtor of the Church there ) his houſe ( which bring 
Fortitied, they attempted not to de{troy it) and caunting'y, laid, What ill 
you do for a hoſe to pray in now we have burnt your Mecting-bouſe . Thus bath 
the Enemy done wickedly in the Sanctuary, they have burnt up the Syns- 
pOgues of Godin the Land; they have caſt fire into the Sar Ruary , they 

ve caſt down the dwelling place of his nime to the Ground. O Got, hey

Wut hill be ſud when eighteen Engliſh-men well ar m'd, fy b-fore ſeven 
Indiins ? Chis ſeems to argue ſomething of a divine for ſakirg, and diſplea- 
ſu-e in heaven «gainit us, The next day thoſe Indians were pur ſued, but 
when che Ei h came in ſight thoſe bar birous wretches hailed to run away, 
bu: before thit they knocked the twoChildren on the head, as they were ſuck- 
ing heir mothers breaſis, and then knocked their Mothers oo the head: Ne- 
verth-leſs one of them was alive when the ſouldiers came to her, and able to 
give an account of what the Indians had told her. Among® other pr iculars, 
they did .ffi*m to her that there was-a Body of about th+ ee thouſ.nd Indians 
(n9d uh: bu. in that they did hyperbolize) near to Dev» fi l. and that they 
ba! newly recrived a great ſupply of powder from the Da ch at 4.6an) :

it was yet dark, they Ciſcerried where the Indians lay by their Fires, And 
ſuch was their boldneſs, as that about three hundred of them lay all nighe, 
within half a m le of o of the gariſon houſes in that town where they had 
Cone (ſuch miſe lueſ the day betore. Albe t the darkneſs was ſuch as an Eapgl:ſh 
man cou d not be diſcerned ſrom an Indian, yet ours being forty in nunibir, 
Ciſcharged ſeveral times upon the enemy, and (as Iaduns taken ſirce that 
time do iontels.) God ſu diipolſed of the bullets that were ſhot at that time, 
that no li fs then thirty Ir dians were wounded, of whom there were ſour- 
teen that dyed ſeveral of which had been pr incipal actors in the late dioudy 
Tragedyes. "They fired hard upon the Erghſh, bot neither killed nor 
wounded ſo much as one man in the S t miſh, 
March. 28. The Indians burnt about thirty Barns, and rear vpon fourty 
dwelling Houſes in Reb<borb, ſo that thereby the d ſſipation and Cel+ lation of 
that Church is ge-. tiy th eatned.

outrages and murthers (for they have ſhed the blood of about forty icven 
perſons) by them commiited, they did in confidence of favour from the E 
gliſh come and ſubmic themſelves, alleadging that the injuryes done by 
them were grounded upon a miſtke, For when a party of Engliſh c. me 
ina Werl ke poſture upon ſome of their #+bb; (as they call the m) i. re. we 
me as they were gathering corn, an Indian ſeing it, ran to the other di- 
ans and told them that che Engluh had oY it were not at all ſo) killed 
all choſe Indian women, and therefore they touk up arms to revenge that 
ſuppoſed injury.

There 
is not much heed to be given to Indian Teliimony, yet when circumſtances 
and Artificab arguments confirm what they ſay, it becometh an impartial 
Hiftorian to take notice thereof, nt is it to be doubted bur the loſs of the 
enemy was greater then thoſe Captives taken by our Forces abroad did 
acknowledge. Some other Indians ſaid that they loſt ſeveral hundreds at 
this time, amongſt whom ther e was one Sachem. 1 am infor med that diverſe 
Indians who were in that hattell, but ſince come in to the Engliſh at Wer- 
wich, ſay that there were three hundred killed ac that time, which is alſo 
confirmed by an Indian called Pema, who ſaith that of that three hundred 
there were an hundred and ſeventy fighting men. Whatever the viQory or 
ſucceſs of that ingagement might be, it was the Lords doing, and let him 2.

The next Cay it rained gain, and con- 
naue a cold Fer cclidos, or, North Ha ſtorm all that day and night, ſo that 
our Souldiers received much damage in their arms, ammunition and provi- 
fion, anf che nett day (bring Lords day) returned to the Towns, weary 
ind diſcouraged, the Lord having ſeemed to fight againſt them by be ſtorm 
mentioned.

They went to an Iſl ind where they found an hun- 
dred , and ſome Engliſh plandered Goods, which they toc k, ard 
burnt the /Yigwamws, Alſo they marched up to a Fore which the 1: diars 
had built there, and deſtroyed it. D gging here and there they tourd (ve 
ral Indian Barns, where was an abundance of Fiſh, which they tock ard 
ſpoiled, as alſo thirty of their Canoos; ſo that it appears that the Heatt en 
are diſtreſſed and ſcattered, being no more able to continue togetter in 
fach great Bodyes as formerly. 

Fave 29. Was obſerved as a day of publick Thantsgiving to celebrate the 
praiſes of that God, who hath begun to anſwer Prayer, Aud al. hough 
there is cauſe for Hymiliation before the Lord, inaſmuch as the Sword is (11l] 
drawn agaiaſt us, nevertheleſs we are under deep engagement to make tis 
praiſe glorious , conſidering how wonderfully he hath reſtrained and check- 
ed the inſolency of the Heathen, That Victory which God gave to our 
Army, December 19. and again May 18. is never to be forgotten: alſo in that 
divers [ndian Sachims ( eſpecially their great Sachim Prancnchet ) bave 
fallen before the Lord, and before his Servants, And in that things have been 
no worle wich us, ſince the year of trouble hath been upon us, that no more 
Indians have been let looſe upon us, but many of them have bren our 
friends , that no more Plantations have been made 4 ſelate, which nothing 
but che retraining gracious providence of God hath prevented, fer the 
Enemy might ealily have deſtr oyed ten times as many Towns as they have 
done, hi i not he that ſetꝭ bounds to the raging of the Sea, reſtrained them; 
yea, eu? while Colony hath b:en in a manner uncouched, ſaving that one (mal! 
deſccted Plantation therein was burat by the Indians ; allo ſundry 1 2

that bave been fiercely aſſaulted by the Enemy, havir g obtained help from 
God, do continue to this day, as brands plucked nat ot the fire, and 3s mo-

they are not cor ſumed, And God bach, returred many of our Czptivess 
having given them to find compaſſion before them u bo led them Captive, 
and c. uled the Enemy to entreat them well, in the time of afflictꝰ on, and in 
the time of evil, and by ſirange wayes at laſt delivered ti em. He hath alſo 
ſent in 4 ſupply of Corn from beyond Sea, this Spring, and before winter, 
without wh ch we could not eaſily have ſent cut ſuch Armies ( however ſmall 
and not worthy of che name of Armies in other parts of the World, yet 
with us they are Armies ) as have been purſuing the Enemy. Its wonder- 
fal to conſider, how that the Lord bath viſited his Fecpie in g virg them 
Bread, when a Famine was expeRted, And this Summer, Cod hath cauſed 
the howre to come down in its ſeaſon, there have been ſtowres cf Bl: ſſir 
when ſome beginrir gs of a Drought were rpon tte Lard. Ard ſore DE 
eaſes hach the Lord rebuked , whereas the ſmall Pox and other Afalignant 
and Contagious Diftempers have been amor gil us ſince this 4%. r began, God 
hath been entre-tcd to have compailion on us, ard to reſtore health unto 
his people. Mor cover, we are fill under the enjoyment of cur Liberties, 
both Civil and Spiritual: for ſuch cat ſes as tFeſe, the day mentioned was 
obſerved (dy order of the Courci)) as a day cf publck Thanksgivirg 
throughout this Colony : And behold, when we began to fir g and to praiſe 
tte Lord whoſe mercy endureth for ever, he hath as it were ſet Ambuſh- 
ments againſt the Enemy, and they were ſmitten, yea they Fave fince tha 
been ſmiting and betraying one anotl! e-, 
There are two things here obſer ve ble: 

1. Whereas this very day of the Month ( viz. 7e 29.) was kept as 
a day of publick Hamiliation the laft year, being the firſt Ff that was ob» 
ſerved in this Colony on the account of the pr eſert , God hath ſo orde-

Wherers Perect a chief Counſellor to the old Squaw Sa- 
d em of Merger, was by ſome of Road-lfland brought into ./ , and 
found guilty of prometing the War againſt the Engliſh, he was this day ſhot 
to death in che Common at geen. As he was going to tus execution, ſome 
told him that now he muſt dy, he had as good ſpeak the truth, and ſay bow 
many fndians were killed at the Forc-tight laſt winter, He replyed, that 
tbe'Engliſh did that day kill above ſeven buadred fightirg men, ard har 
three hundred who were wounded, dyed quickly afcer, and that as to old 
men, women and Children, they had loi} no body could tell bow many; and 
that there were above three chouſand Indians in the Fort, when our For ces 
ö aſſaulted them, and made that notable (laughter amongſt them.

| and bloudy Author of che War and wofull nuſeryes that have thence chſued, 
was taken and flain. And God brought it to paſs, chiefly by Indians them- 
ſelves. For one of Fbilip: men ( being diſguſted at him, tor killi:g an 1adi4n 
who bad propounded an expedient for peace with the Enghſh) ran away

upon this Intelligence, he ſet forth again, with a ſmall company of Engliſh 
and Indians, It ſermeth that night vb (uke the man, in the Holt of 4.

was ſaying to thoſe that were with him, chat they muit fly for their lives 
that day, leſt the Indian that was gone from him ſhould diſcover where be 
was, Our Souldiers came upon him, and ſurrounded the Swamp (here he 
with even of his men abſconded) Thereupon he betook himſelf to fl gt, but 
a5 he was coming out of the Swamp, kn Ergliſt-man and an Indian enger

thus killed P411ip, did formerly belong to Squaw-Sachim of pocaſſit, being 
known by the name of Hurd, In the beginning of the war, he came to

liſh, and immediatciywirhdrew to an iſland, not having ingaged againſt 
ns 2 nor for —— this time. Thus when *bilip bad made an 
end to deal treacherouſly, his own Sub jects dealt treac her ouſſy wi h him 
This Wo was brought upon him that ſpoyled when he was not fp kt. 
And in that very place where he fi: ſt contrived and began his miſchief, was 
he toben and delitoyed; at d ihere was he (like as Agag was Tewedir pieces 
before the Lord) cut into four quarters, and is now hanged vp as a monu- 
ment of revengit ꝑ Juſtice, his head being cut cf and ecrried away to Ply- 
mouth, his Hands wer e brought to %% J. let all thine EH ies periſh, O 
Lora! When 7hilip was thus Ruin, five of his men were killed with him, une 
of which was his chit Caprains fon, being(as the Inchaus teſſiſi at very In- 
dan, who ſhot the firſt gun at the Engliſh, ben the War began; So chat 
we may hope that the War in thoſe parts will dye with Philip. _ 

A lictle before this, the Authority in that Colony had appormed the feven- 
teench of this inſtant to be obſerved as a day of pablick Thankeriving - 
throughour that Jurisdiftion, on the account of wonderful ſucceſs againit 
the Enemy, wh ch che Lord hath bleſſed them with, ever fince they rentmed. 
ther Covenant with him; and that ſo they might have hearts raiſed and en- 
larged jn aſcribing praiſes to God, he delivered Philip into their hands a few 
dayes beſore theie int ended Thanksgiving. Thus did God break the head 
of chat Leviathan, and gave it to be memt to the people inhabiting the wil 
dernefs, and brought it to the Town of Piet the very day of their ſo» 
lemn Feſtival : yer this alſo is to be added and conſidered, that the Lord ( ſo 
great is the divine faithfulneſs ) to prevent us from being I ſted up with our 
ſacceſſes, and that we might not become ſecure, ſo ordered as that not an 
Fug lifs-man but an Indie» (though under Charcher influence ) muſt have 
the honour of killing P And the day before this, was attended wich 
a doleful Tragedy in the Ex parts of this Country, vis. at Falmonth in 
Caſco-bay, s fome of thoſe treacherous and bloody Indians who had 
lately ſubmitted chemſelves, and prom ſod Fidelity ro the Engliſh, killed and. 
t00k Caprive above chircy Souls. The chief Author of this miſchief, was an 
Indian called Simon, who was once in the hands of the Engliſh, and then 
known to have been active in former Murders, having br and boaſted” 
of the miſchief and murders done by him / we may tear, that God. who ſo 
awfully threatned 4 4ab, when be bad let go out of his hand a Blaſphemous, 
Murder ous Heathen, whom the Lord had devoted to deſtruction, was not 
vell pleaſed'with the Engliſh for concluding this, and other bloody Mut de- 
ters, in the late Eaſtern peace, Mhat the iſfue of this new ff me thus bt eak- 
+ rag ſhall be, or how far it ſhall proceed, is with him whoſe wiſdome is 
Waice , and who doth all things well: inaſmuch as it is tos evident that 2 
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Groce of Clin back elwayes made in wonls of that batute) 
been unwilling to conſider their poor Brethren acco- ding to their A bifcy. 
To Conclude this Hi fern, ic is evident by the things which. have been ex- 
preſſed, that our deliverance is not as yet perſected; for the Nipmack Indi- 
ans are not yet wholly ſubdued : Moreover, ic will be a difficult thing, either 
to ſubdue, or to come at the A ver /udianr, who have many of them with- 
drawn themſelves, and are gone far weſtward, and whilſt they ind others 
that have been in — us, remain unconquer ed, we cannot enjoy 
ſuch per ſect peace as in the years which are paſt, And there ſeems to be a 
dark Cloud rifing from the Eaſt, in reſpect of Indians in thoſe parts, yea a 
Cloud which ſtreameth forth blood. Bur that i ch is the ſaddeſt thought 
of all is, that of late ſome unhappy ſcandals have been, which are enough to 
{top che cut cent ot merty, which hath been flowing in upon us, and to pro- 
yoke che Lotd to let looſe more Enemies upon us, ſo as that the ſecond 
e tot ſhall be worſe then ebe firſt, Only God dor? deliver for bis own 
Names ſake : the Lord will not forſake his people for his great Names ſake, 
becauſe it hach pleaſed the Lord to make us his people. And we bave rea- 
{1a to conclude that Satvation is brgu#) Utd in a gracious meafure carried on 
towards us. For ſince laſt Af there art two or 3008. Indian; who 
beeu eicher killed, or taken, ov ſubmltved themſtlves to the Engliſh, And thoſe 
Indians which have been taken Cptive / & others alſo, into: m that the N ar- 
rat anſets ate in a manner ruined, there being (as they ſay) not above an hun- 
dred men leſt of them, ho the laſt year were the preatek body of Indians in 
New- England, and the moſt formidable Enemy which hath appeared ↄgainſt 
us. But God bath conſumed them by the Swor?, & by Famine aud by Sick - 
neſs, i: being no unuſuil thing for thoſe that craverſe the woods to find dead 
Indians up and down, whom either Famine, or fickneſs, hath cauſed to dy, 
and there hath been none to bury them. And Philip who was the Sheba, 
that began & headed the Rebellion, his head is chrown over the wall, cher e- 
fore have we good reaſon to hope that this Dey of Trorble,is near to an exd, 
il our ſias doe not undoe all that hath been wroughe for vs. Ard inde d 
there is one ſad confideration, which may cauſe humble eremblings to bx 
of it, namely in that the Reformation which God expects from us is rot ſo 
hearty and ſo perſect as onghe to be, Divines obſerve, that whereas ohn 
Funai Exbortations, the people did make but im perſect work of u, as to 
the Reformation of provoking evills, therefore God did only begin heir 
de iverance by Saw, bur left ſcattered Philifines ufubdued, who 5 ++ 
w.; ds made head and proved a ſore ſcourge to rhe Children ore, woe 
DD time, in whoſe Ren there was a full Reformarion, and then digt te 
Lord give unto his people full ki Never thelcſs a fad Cat»; 
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Jo An Hiftery of the War with e 
will attend thoſe that ſhall magnific themſelves againſt the peoplejof the Lord 
of Hoſts. . It hath heen obſerved by many, that never any (whether Indi- 
ans or others) did ſet theryſelves to do hurt to New- England, but they have 
tome to limenrable ends ac laſt, New- Exg/and hath been a burthenſome 
ſlone, all chat have hut thened themſelves with it, have been cut in pieces, 
The « zperierce of the preſenc day, doth greatly confirm that obſer vation, 
ard give uy ground to hope, that as for remaining enemies, they ſhall fare 
as others that have gone before them. have done, Yer this further muſt 
needs be 2cknowledged, that as to Her ye obtained, we have no cauſe to 
gi in any thing that we have done, but rather to be aſhimed and con- 
founded for ont own wayes, The Lord hach thus far been our Saviour for 
his Names ſake, that it might not be profaned among the Heathen whither 
te Nath Sronghe us. And God hath let us ſee that he could eaſily bave 
de{lroyed us, by ſuch a contemptible enemy as the Indians have been in our 
eyes, yea he hath convinced us that we our ſelves could not ſubdue them. 
T hey have advantages chat we have not, knowing where to find us, but we 
kno# not where to tad tbem, who nevertheleſs are alwayes at home, and 
lave in a manner nothing but their lives and ſouls (which they think not of) 
to looſe, every Swamp is a Caſtle to them, and they can live comfortably on 
that which wor ld ſſat ve Engliſh men. So that we bave no canſe to glory, 
for it is God which hath thus ſaved us, and not we our ſ-lves. If we con- 
ſider the time when the enemy hath fallen, we muſt needs own that the 
Lord hath done it. For we expected (and could in reaſon expect no other) 
that when the Summer was come on and the buſhes and leaves of trees come 
forth, the enemy would do ten times more miſchief then in the winter ſeaſon, 
whenas ſince that, the Lord hath appeared againſt them. that they have done 
but little hurt comparatively, Had there not been, O. 'avi wnx*rns a di 
vine hand beyond all expect ation maniteſted, we had been in a ſtate moſt 
miſerable this day, Alſo if we keep in mind the means and way where- 
dy our deliverance hath thus been accompliſhed, we muit needs own the 
Lor d in all. For it hath not been brought co paſs by our numbers, ot skill, 
or valour, we have not got the Land in poſſeſſion by our oen Sword, neither did 
our own © [ave . But God hath waited the Heathen, by ſending the de- 
ſtroying Aogell amongſt chem, ſince this War began; and (which al- 
wayes be an humbling conſideration unto us) much hath been done towards 
the ſubduing of the enemy, by the Indians who have fought for us, fome- 
times more then by the Engliſh, And no doubt but that a great reaſon 
why man of them have, of late been deſirous to ſubmit t ves to che 
Engliſh, hath been, becauſe they were afraid of the Afobawgs who have a 
Jong time been a Terror to the ober Indians, I have received ic from = 
— 
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who was returned out of Captivity this Summer, that the Indians where he 
was, would not ſuffer any fires to be made in the aer for fear leſt the 


Mohawg: ſhould thereby diſcern where they were, and cut them off. 

Now, as the Lord, who doth redeem 1ſrael out of all his troubles, hath 
graciouſly and glor iouſly bi gun our Salvation, ſo let him per ſect it, ia ſuch 
a way, as that no honour at all may come unto us, but that great glory may 
be to his own bleſſed Name for ever. Let him bring health and cure unto 
this /er»ſalew, and reveal the abundance of peace and tr uch. A. d ic ſhill be 
unto him a Name of joy, a Praiſe and an honour before all the Nations of 
the earth, which ſhall hear all che good that he will doe unto us, and they 
ſhall fear and tremble for all the goodneſs, and for all the pre ſperity that be 
will procure, If wee heat ken to his voice in theſe his ſolemn Diſpenfations, 
it ſurely ſhall be ſo, Mot wnto O Lord; not xnto w1, but unte thy Name give 
Glory for thy mercy and for thy Truths ſake. Amen!

' offence in that reſpect might be prevented) the Engliſh agreed with Pailip

* began to keep his men in arms about bim, and to guhex Strat get s to hm, 
© 2nd to march about in Arms towards the upper end of the Neck in which 
he lived; and near to the Engliſh houſes, who began thereby to be ſome+ 
thing diſquieted, bu: couk as yet no further notice, but only to ſet a Military 
Watch, in the n xt Towns of Swaxzy and Riboboth, Some hints we had 
© that Indi us were in Arms ,whillt our Court was fitting, but we hoped it 
might ariſe fi om a guilty fear in PH , that we would ſend for him, and 
© bring him to tryal wich the other Murgerers, and chat if he faw the Court 
* broke up, and he not ſent for, the cloud might blow over, And indeed our 
* Innocence made us very ſecure, and confident it wouid not have broke into 
Har. But no ſoner was our Court diſſolved, but we had intelligence 
© from Lieut. 7chn Brown of Swanzy that Philip and bis men contin ued con- 
© flantly in re many ſtrange Indians from ſeveral places flocked in to him, 
that they ſent away their Wives to Narragaen(ct, and were giving our Peo- 
ple frequent Alarums by Drums, and Guns in the night, and had guat de! 
the — towards Plimonth, and that their young Indians were earneſt 
for a War, Oath: ſeventh of fave, Mr. Benjamin Church being on Rhode» 
* Ifland, fete (the Sg -S. kim of Pocaſſzt ) and ſome of her chief 
men told h m, that PH intended a War ſeedfly with che Engliſh; ſome 
* of chem ſaying, that they would help him, and that he had already given 
them leave to kill Eagliſh mens Cattle, and rob their Houſes, About the 
* 14. ind 151%, of June, Mr, 7 ames Brown went twice to Philip to perſwade 
bum *© be quiet, but at both times found his Men in Arms, and Philip very 
high aud not perſwadable to peace, On the 14th of June, our Council + 
* wri! 25) 4micable, friendly Letter to him, ſhewing our diſl ke of his ptacti- 
* ſes, and adviſing him to diſm i ſs bis ſtrange Indians, and command his own 
men to fall quietly to their buſineſs, that our people m gt alſo be quiet, 
und not to ſuffer himſelf to be at uſed by reports corcet ning us, who in- 
'tended no hurt tuwards him, but Mr. Ares cou d not obtain any Anſwer 
tom him. On the 17th of Pre, Nr. Pain of Rehoboth, and ſeveral En- 
ah ſh going unarmed to Afornt-bope to ſrek their Hot ſes, at Philips requeſ}; 
the Indians came and preſented their Guns at them, and carried it very in- 
 lotently, though no way provoked by them, On the 18. or 19:h of Pee,

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eb Winſlo'v*s Houſe, was broke open at Swaxzy, and rifled by Philips men, 
* Zune 20. being Sabbath day, the people of Swaszy were Alarmed by the J 
* 4;ans, two of our Inhabitants turned out of their Honſes, and their Houſes 
* rifled, and the Indians were marching up (as they judged ) to aſſault the 
* Town, and therefore intreated ſpeedy help from us. We thereupon, the 
21 f. of Fane, ſent up ſome to relieve that Town, and diſpatched more with 
* ſpeed, On wedneſday 234. of Jax: twelve more of their Houſes at 
* Sranzy were rifled, On the 24th Layton was (14in at the Fall River near 
* Pocaſſee, On the 25th of Zane, - of our people at Swanzy were (lin, 
* and many Houſes bur ned: until which time. and for ſeveral dayes after, 
though we had a confiderable force there, both of our dn, and of che 
* Maſſachuſett (to our grief and ſhame) they took no revenge on the Ene- 
my. Thus ſlow were we arid unwiliing to engage our ſelves and Neigh- 
* bours in 4 , having many imſolencies, almoſt incollerable, from them, at 
* whoſe hands we had deſcrved betcer ,
